The  Principal  of  the  pnblic  schools 
i*  charged  with  numerous  and  per¬ 
plexing  duties.  It  is  his  to  teach  his 
own  classes,  but  in  addition*  there  is 
laid  upon  him  the  care  of  all  the 
schools,  lender  him  is  a  large  corps 
..f  more  than  twenty  teachers.  Their 
work  is  to  be  arranged  for  them,  plans 
of  study  are  to  be  formed,  examina¬ 
tions  conducted,  books  and  apparatus 
•  to  be  selected,  reports  to  the  Trustees 
made,  and  a  thousand  details  to  be 
looked  after  which  never  were  entered 
in  any  catalogue.  There  are  also,  we 
regret  to  sny  it,  ignorant,  careless, 
inefficient  teachers  to  be  continually 
urged  up  to  their  work  or  forced  out 
<  *f  the  schools.  There  are  pupils  who 
do  not  speak  the  truth,  who  play 
truant,  break  windows  and  pilfer 
fruit.  It  is  not  a  pleasant  duty*  to 
urge  lazy  pupils  to  study,  but  it  iuujst 
he  done,  even  though  indulgent  par¬ 
ents  are  offended,  for  they  would  be 
still  more  offended  if  their  children 
worn  compelled  to  remain  in  their 
classes  a  second  year.  An  inefficient 
Principal  might  favor  unruly 
and  careless  teachers,  but  does  the 
community  want  sflbh  a  man  ?  Is  it 
worth  while  for  a  Principal  to  seek 
jMpulurity  j\t  the  expense  of  useful- 
ntbs  t 

Hut  what  is  the  fluty  of  a  commu¬ 
nity  to  its  servants?  Has  it  l»eeu 
discharged  in  the  payment  of  a  salary  ? 

Then  the  servnnt  does  well  to  work 
f  >r  a  salary  ami  that  only.  Put  if  the 
community  holds  its  servants  up  to  a 
higher  standard  ami  damamls  that

IIo  was  the  proprietor  of 
an  equestrian  establishment,  and  was  there¬ 
fore  always  asthmatic;  but  ho  ha-1  no  sus¬ 
picion  of  the  real  causo  of  his  symptoms  till 
bo  made  his  fortune  and  retired  from  husi 
uess,  when  ho  almost  immediately  lost  them. 

Cat  asthma,  from  nursing  a  cat  or  kitten, 
closely  resembles  hay  fever,  and  tho  parox¬ 
ysms  ar«>  even  more  violent.  Tho  influence 
seems  to  be  stronger  In  kittens  from  two 
months  old  and  upwards  than  in  full  grown 
cats;  but  nfter  the  removal  of  tho  causo  the 
symptoms  very  quickly  subside.  Some 
people  aro  attacked  with  sneezing  In  the 
presence  of  nil  animals. 

There  is  no  invention  or  imagination  or 
exaggeration  in  tin's©  things,  and  what  may 
bo  an  irritant  to  ono  class  of  asthmatics 
may  not  bo  in  tho  least  so  to  another.  Ono 
person  is  obliged  to  expatriate  himself  in  the 
hay  season ;  another  cannot  endure  the  scent 
of  flowers;  another  cannot  sleep  on  a  down 
pillow,  or  use  mustard  in  any  shap\  nr  piss 

a  poulterer's  shop.  Even  tho  sunlight  is  ter¬ 
rible  to  some  inveterate  sneezers. 

A  sudden  fright  may  induce  a  fit  of 
asthma,  or,  on  the  contrary,  may  cure  it; 
todod,  a  cure  bv  violent  emotion  is  more 
■udden  ami  complete  than  by  any  other 
reuudy.  A  confirmed  asthmatic  states  that 
onco  when  ho  was  suffering  from  an  un- 
•  usually  sewro  attack,  so  bid  that  ho  had 
been  unable  t  >  speak  or  move  all  day,  he 
was  sud'lenly  alarmed  by  tho  illness  of  a 
relative,  lie  ran  down  two  flights  of  stairs 
and  up  again,  administered  tho  restoratives 
ho  had  procured,  uud  then  observed,  to  his 
astonishment,  that  liis  asthma  was.  gone! 
Another  snir<*rer  relates  tliat  he  was  in  bed 
breathing  with  the  greatest  difficulty,  nnd 
unable  to  move,  when  a  tiro  broke  out  op¬ 
posite  his  house.  When  the  excitement  was 
Ihivs  !  over,  he  found  that  ho  had  been*  standing 
with  others  l.>ok in, g  out  of  the  window,  un  i 
that  he  bml  forgotten  all  al»out  his  asthma.
